Another crisis in the public career of Mu- 
nictpal Judge McKenzie Cleland will be 
reached this afternoon. According to the 
best information obtainable the judge is war- 
ranted in fearing the worst so far as the 
crisis pertains to his continuation in the 
role of little father of the paroled people. 

Judge Cleland will go on trial before his 
fellow jurists of the municipal bench on the 
charge of violating the law in carrying on his 
humane endeavor to uplift the submerged 
tenth. If he is found guilty of the accusa- 
tions he probably will be removed by Chief 


the court and assigned permanently hence- 
forth till the end of his term of office to the 
vil branch in which his proclivities will be 
circumscribed. 

The case will come before the meeting of 
judges in the form of a report made by «a 
committee of Judges Stephen A. Foster, Max 
Eberhardt, and Freeman K. Blake, appointed 
to investigate the methods of Judge Cleland 
in the paroling of offenders. The members 
of the committee met last night at the Mu- 
nicipal. court bufiding and completed the 
draft of their report. 


Censure of Judge Expected. 


Although the finding of the committee has 
been guarded carefully and the members 
declined to discuss it, the indications are 
that it will prove a broadside of castiga- 
tion for the jurist. The committee made a 
thorough investigation of castigation for the 
jurist. The committee made a thorough in- 
vestigation of all the criminal cases héard 
by Judge Cleland, and it is understood that 
the result substantiates in every particular 
the complaint of Chief Justice Olson that the 
law had been violated by the parole scheme. 

In several instances, it is said, he sent per- 
sons to jail, holding them without ball, 
whereas the victims were entitled to release 
on bonds. In other cases, it ie charged, he 
turned loose old and hardened offenders 
where the law plainly gives him no option 
but to punish them. 

The committee is expected to sustain the 
charges that Judge Cleland ignored the law- 
ful procedure of the courts all along the 
line in operating his parole system. In some 
cases he discharged accused persons and later 
caused them to be rearrested and sentenced 
them on the charges upon which he pre- 
viously had found them not guilty In still 
other ¢ases he neglected to swear witnesses 
in criminal cases, 


Olson Wants Laws Obeyed.

The father chided the young man for his

Tunanis was downcast and threatened to 
kill himself in their presence if they did not 
consent to the marriage at once.

That's Silly; What Did Happen. 

eh Lou are accused by: Miss Gingles.of hav- 
ing been one of the persons she says met 
*her on Goethe street after she left a trolley 
car between 6 and 7 o'clock last night and 
took her in a cab to the Wellington, where 
she was mutilated, poisoned, and tied up,” 
Miss Barrett was told.

I left the store about 
6:15 and went up to my room, where a maid 
named Alice—I believe that is her nanje— 
helped to button my dress.

„About twenty-five minutes to 7 o'clook 
I judge this because I saw a clock on the 
way down—I.went to the Stewart building, 
where I met a friend, Miss Hale.

Miss Barrett Denies An. 


Miss Barrett. was told in detail the story 
Miss Gingles related some weeks ago and to 
which her ravings referred. She denied with 
the utmost emphasis every statement made 
by the young woman and with especial ein- 
phasis denounced as absolutely untrue the 
story that she was in any way involved with 
any man to do Miss Gingles a bodily or moral 
injury: ‘Miss Barrétt denied with the utmost 
emphasis and was corroborated by Mrs. 
Cecelia Kenyon, the story of indignities 
placed on Miss Gingles when she was 
searched for the stolen lace. 

“The man whose name is mentioned by 
Miss Gingles has been known to me for sey- 
eral years, but only in a business way,” con- 
tinued Miss Barrett. “I never have men- 
tioned Miss Gingles to him. I believe that he 
does ‘net know that such a person exists. As 
far as I know, he never has seen her, has 
never come in contact with her, and I never 
have had any conversation even remotely 
suggesting the subject. 

Was Friend to Hungry Girl.

Just why she left the place could not be 
learned, as no record is kept by the propri- 
etors of the hotel of employés who have 
been there less than a month. 

They declared she had only been employed 
in the hotel a few days, but in that time she 
could become familiar with the interior ar- 
rangements and find her way to any part of 
the houge, 

None of the employés remembered seeing 
her about the hotel Tuesday night. as a per- 
son could to a floor in the hotel without 
causing any more than ordinary curiosity on 
the part of the employés. It would have 
been impossible for any one to have carried 
her into the hotel without the matter being 
reported to the management, as both the 
‘ateirs and the elevator are in sight of the 
clerk's desk. 


Hotel Manager's View. 

Manager McClintock said he and the police 
had information from an authoritative 
and responsible source that the young 
woman had not been attacked criminally be- 
fore, during, or after her stay at the hotel. 

“Miss Gingles,” he said, ‘was found tied 
to the bath tub. Her knees, not her feet, 
were tied to the north end of the tub, and her 
wrists to the south end, her back being 
to the west wall. 

The sise of the tub is about five feet, and 
the distance between the two tub legs is 
about three feet, and any one can see that 
she was almost doubled up with her back 
forming the outer edge of the bend of her 
body. 

“We don’t say she did this herself, but 
there must have been some motive that has 
not yet been discovered.“ 


Attitude of Irish Club. 


Attorney John P. O’Shaughnessy, who ap- 
peared in the Munſeipal court for Miss Gin- 
gies when she was arrested, charged with 


stealing lace, and who represented the Irish 


Fellowship club, in the evening said: 

The Irish Fellowship club is interested in 
seeing that Miss Gingles obtains a fair trial. 
and to that end I was requested by the offi- 
cera wf the Irish Fellowship club to investi- 
gate the case. I am satisfied from investi- 
gations made that she is not guilty of the 
charge of theft placed against her. 

“As far as today's developments are con- 
cerned I have nothing to say at this time. 
I have started on a thorough investigation 
of the matter. I have seen the young wom- 
an, have talked with some ot the police 
Officers working on the case, am pursuing fur- 
ther lines of inquiry, and with the incom- 
plete information at hand I do not feel that 
I can say anything one way or the other. 

“If Miss Gingles has been victimised in 
any way the Irish Fellowship club will con- 
tinue to stand by her. All the club wants is 
to see justice done. That is our sole aim. 

“A number of wild stories have been set 
afioat for which the club does not in any way 
stand sponsor.“ 


Sure It Is Plot to Murder. 


Attorney @’ Donnell, on the other hand, ex- 
pressed the most emphatic view that Miss 
Gingles had been the victim of an attempted 
murder. 3 

“There can be no possible doubt that a 
crime of the most fiendish character has been 
‘committed, and that a dastardly attempt 
has been made to murder Ella,” was the 
statement he made in the evening after vis- 
iting the girl at the hospital. 

“There is a great deal of money behind 
this effort to murder the girl, an I the 
money they have will be needed to-<id per- 
sons who brought about this assault.in en- 
caping the meshes of the law. 


Finds Meaning in Ravings. 


“Throughout the day that girl had lain on 
her cot in the hospital, screaming, and sob- 
bing, and crying out as follows: 

„ The man is killing me! Hes killing 
me! My God, won't some one take him 
away? 

1 won't take any more of that drug. 
Please don't make me take any more. 

% Don’t cut me any more. See what you 
have done. 

**] didn't tell Mr. O’Donnell his name. I 
didn't tell him what that man’s name was. 
I. won't go to French Lick Springs with you. 
I won’t, I say! Stop, stop, I won't, I won't!“ 

Now, what would you make of that? 
When one has an idea as to what the circum- 
stances are, that flow of talk and pathetic ap- 
peal is not exactly incoherent. 


Tells of White Slave Scheme. 


“During the time that poor Ella Gingles 
was in the employ of the Barrett woman she 
came to me and told me a story that aroused 
me to the defense of this little Irish girl, who 
was apparently friendless, when an attempt 
was made to send her to the penitentiary on 
a false charge. 

‘She told me that an effort was made by 
Miss Barrett to cqampromise her, Miss 
Gingles, with a man friend of Miss Bar- 
rett's. Just how far that effort went I am 
not now going to say. Had the plan suc- 
ceeded, it would have amounted to an in- 
stance of white. slavery and nothing lest. 

“It was when Miss Gingles rebelled and 
came to me with her tale that this charge of 
larceny was trumped up against Miss 
Gingles, and if we had not come to the poor 
girl's aid I have no doubt that sufficient evi- 
dence would have been presented to have her 
sent away where she could do Miss Barrett 
no harm by testifying. 


“Money to Prevent Testimony.” 
“When the charge of stealing the lace 
came up we waived examination for Miss 
Gingles, and we-expected that at the trial 
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“some kind hearted person mailed. it.” 


_ Charges Cause Surprise. 

The charges of the girl came as a thunder- 
bolt out of a clear sky to State's Attorney 
Wayman and Assistant’ State's Attorney 
Clifford G. Roe. Neither of the prosecutors 
had heard: of the latest development until 
informed by a reporter for Tum TRIBUNS. 
Mr. Roe was the prosecutor in charge af the 
larceiy case brought against Miss Gingles 
by Mise Barrett. Since the giti was held to 
the grand jury by Judge Hume, however, 
Mr. Roe has not devoted much time to the 
preparation of the case. 

He was prosecuting a charge of 8 
against an alleged woman pickpocket in 
Judge Going’s court when he was told of 
the new sensation.

Noe Acts at Once. 


Mr. Roe then called State’s Attorney Way- 
man on the telephone and informed him of 
the accusations of the Gingles Siri against 
Miss Barrett. He told Mr. Wayman he would 
immediately assume charge of the investigs- 
tion and requested that detectives and a phys- 
iciam fromm the ‘state's attorney's office be 
detailed on the case. 

Prosecutor Roe then went to the Welling- 
ton hotel, but failing to see Mise Barrett, who 
had been called to the office of Captain of De- 
tectives O'Brien, questioned Mias Donohue, 
secretary to the proprietor of the hotel. .He 
was soon joimed by Detectives Bell and 
Kinder of the state's attorney's staff, and 
in company with Mise Donohue. all went to 
the fifth floor to examine the scene of the al- 
leged attack. 

Returning to the Lene store Mr. Roe called 
Capt. O’Brien on the telephone and asked if 
‘the latter wanted to see him in connection 
with the case. Receiving an affirmative an- 
swer he hastened to the police official's of- 
fice and was closeted with him and Miss Bar- 
rett for two hours. What took placein Capt. 
O'Brien's office, however, Mr. Roe would not 


say, adding that it was confidential. He did 


deciare, however, that the police do nat be- 
iieve Miss Barrett was concerned in the at- 
tack as related by the girĩ una that he agreed 
with the police view. 


Says Miss Gingles Worked Steadily. 

Mrs. S..Lindman, proprietor of a board- 
ing house at.474 La Salle avenue, where 
Miss Gingles has lived.since. last Novem- 
ber, spoke in high praise of the young girl. 

‘She first came here to live in answer to 
an advertisement I had placed in a news- 
paper, said Mrs. Lindman, “I had a little 
vacant room for rent and she called to see 
it. It was cheap, but it suited her, as she 
said she did not have any money and had 
to work for her living. 

Her appearance was all in her favor and 
so I let her have the room. She secured a 
position in a few days and went to work. 
Whenever the day came around for her to 
pay her board she was always on hand with 
the money. She never went out nights, 
she never had any company, nor did she 
over associate with any of my other board- 
ers.” 

Mrs. Lindman has a large residence and 
sometimes has as many as fifteen and twen- 
ty boarders. At the present time she has 
thirteen persons living there. None of these 
knew the girl personally, while, several of 
them declared they en ae eee 
her. 


Worked at Night; Became Nervous. 

“ Loften asked her why she did not get ge- 
quainted with some young men.“ said Mrs. 
Lindman, “but she said that she did not 
care anything about them. “When she came 
home in the evening she went to her room 
and worked on lace work for several hours. 
She hed to do this night work in order to 
make a living. 

„ Recently she told me her sleep had been 
disturbed with bad dreams and that she 
could not account for them. She said she 
would wake up in the middle of the night and 
imagine that some one was in her room. 
This she attributed to nervousness and I 
advised her to see a physician.” 

Mrs. Lindman said that she could not ac- 
count for the attack which is said to have 
been made upon the girl at the Wellington 
hotel. 

“ She left the house about 3 o'clock Tues- 
day afternoon,” said the boarding house 
keeper, and that was the last I saw of 
her. She did not come home last night nor 
did 1 know what had become of her until 1 
saw the newspaper account.“

She scarcely looked at him, and took 
her seat at the farther end of the table, half 
facing him. 

The question of the moral conduct of Col 
Tucker did not come before the di- 
rectly, as its conclusions are to be based en- 
tirely upon the question of whether his phys- 
ical breakdown was caused through the per- 
formance of his duties, or from causes en- 
tirely outside of that.

Capt. John Tucker's testimony was brief 
and along the same line as his mother’s. 

Just after Capt. Tucker had left the wit- 
ness chair Col. Tucker appeared in the cor- 
ridor for a brief breathing spell. 

“My God, this ie awful!” he exclaimed, 
his mouth twitching, hia fingers moving ner- 
vously: Just think of it, my own son, with 
whom I shared my little when I was on half 
pay, is now standing there against me. I 
can hardly——" his volce broke, and he was 
unable to continue. Later he said:
